The ladies, who have 
done so much to make our city attractive and contributed so 
much to its educational advantages, have taken hold of the 
proposition to erect a hospital and are meeting with the most 
flattering success. 

The Junior Hospital Club has undertaken to raise sufficient 
funds with which to buy the lot and their efforts have so far ex- 
ceeded their expectations.

]tfv attention has been called to an 
editorial in the Paris Democrat ap- 
pearing in the issifte of that paper for 
Saturday, May 13th, 1905. I am sat- 
isfied that the editor of that paper 
feels no malice towards me ; that he 
would not intentionally misrepresent 
or in any way wrong me, but it is clear 
that either by a misapprehension of 
the facts or by some sort of hypnotic 
influence, he has considered proper 
the publication in his paper of an 
article that does me gross injustice. 

May I have the indulgence of my 
friends, and the public generally, 
while I quote from the article refer- 
red to? The matter comes as a boom- 
erang from the camp of my distin- 
guished and honorable opponent, just 
a few hours before the battle of the 
ballots, and I am particularly anxious 
to see that the ingenious instrument 
wheels its flight in the proper direc- 
tion. I am not aware of any scars 
upon my political record, and I am 
proud to welcome with open heart 
and hands any criticism not tainted 
by the machinations of those who, by 
innuendo and misrepresentation, seek 
to place me in a false light before the 
people whose sufferage I am seeding. 

In part the article goes on to say : 

“Almost immediately after the an- 
nouncement of his candidacy the 
Hon. H. P. Thompson made known 
his opposition to the Beckham-Hager- 
Haley Machine; * * * and said 
that if elected he would vote for 
United States Senators Blackburn 
and McCreary to succeed them- 
selves.” 

It is doubtful whether at the time 
Mr. Thompson announced his candi- 
dacy that he had in mind any thought 
of the so-called “machine. ’ ’ Certainly 
Mr. Thomson, in his card announcing 
his candidacy, said nothing about a 
“machine,” nor did he say whom, in 
the event of his election, he would 
support for United States Senator, 
yet the editor of the Paris Democrat, 
inadvertently, no doubt, goes on with 
the misleading statement which places 
Mr. Thomson in the attitude of say- 
ing in the beginning of the campaign 
in March, 1904, that 

“If elected he would vote for 
United States Senators Blackburn 
and McCreary to succeed them- 
selves,” 

when the fact is, as the editor of the 
Paris Democrat has every opportunity 
to know, that Mr. Thomson did not 
declare his preference for United 
States Senator until more than a year 
afterward, (March 24, 1905). 

On the 19th day of March, 1901, the 
Paris Democrat published the follow- 
ing extract from the Mr. Sterling 
Sentinel-Democrat : 

“Mr. C. B. Ecton, of Clark County, 
prospective candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for State Senator 
of this district was here Monday and 
called at this office and said: ‘You 
have called on „ the candidates for 
State Senator to announce their pref- 
erence for United States Senator. 
This is as it should be; the people 
have a right to know, and while I am 
only a prospective candidate, I am 
here to say that if nominated and 
elected to the next State Senate I 
shall cast my vote for the Hon. J. C. 
S. Blackburn for United States Sena- 
tor to succeed himself, and I request 
you to make this statement in such 
plain language that it cannot be 'mis- 
understood. I fought by Joe Black- 
burn’s side in the Confederate Army, 
and have been for him in all his 
political races since, and am for him 
yet. I have no secrets from the peo- 
ple whose sufferage I may seek. ’ ’ ’ 

I made the same statement, as I 
had a right to do, with reference to 
Senator McCreary. In the very out- 
set I took pains to acquaint the peo- 
ple with my position on all questions 
involved in the race and under the 
banner that I hoisted then and have 
since carried, I rest the fate of my 
political aspirations, ready and will- 
ing to abide the decree of the party 
for which I have steadfastly stood 
always and everywhere. 

One more reference, please, to the 
misleading editorial in the Paris 
Democrat. In conclusion the editor 
says : 

“We have nothing against Mr. 
Ecton, in fact, we have found him a 
pleasant, affable gentleman, but we 
believe that the people of Bourbon 
county owe it to themselves and to 
their own self-respect to defeat the 
schemes of Beckham and his allies 
and for that reason they should cast 
their votes for that candidate for the 
State Senate who, at the very begin- 
ning of his campaign boldly, openly 
and without solicitation announced 
his enmity to the machine and made 
known his position on the one impor- 
tant issue now before the people.” 

And echo answers “who?” I ap- 
preciate the bunch of roses that the 
editor hands out to me, but justice to 
myself and to my friends impels me to 
resent the cowardly and unwarranted 



insinuation couched in the beautiful 
boquet. 

Who, indeed, “at the very begin- 
ning of his campaign boldly, openly 
and without solicitation announced 
his enmity to the machine and made 
known his position on the one im- 
portant issue before the people?” 
Certainly not Mr. Thomson. His 
card announcing his position as to 
representation in the United States 
Senate was first published in the 
Winchester Democrat, issue of March 
24, 1905, more than a year after the 
opening of the campaign, and his 
“violent” opposition to the“machine” 
developed still later, having been 
mentioned, for the first time during 
the campaign, by the Paris Democrat 
on last Saturday, just four days pre- 
ceding the primary. 

I submit to the Democrats of this 
district that more than fourteen 
months ago, even before I had fully 
determined to enter this race I an- 
nounced my allegience to Senator J. 
C. S. Blackburn to succeed himself as 
U. S. {Senator. When the United 
States Senatorial race to select a suc- 
cessor to Senator J. B. McCreary was 
later broached I unhesitatingly an- 
nounced myself for Senator McCreary 
to succeed himself. I have prose- 
cuted my campaign along these lines, 
being careful to explain fully my 
position on all other questions in- 
volved. I have no quarrel with any 
so-called “machine” — indeed I am 
not aware that there is in existance 
such a “machine” as the Paris Dem- 
ocrat' is pleased to designate as the 
“ Beckham - Hager - Haley Machine,” 
nor have I had the misfortune to 
come in contact with any of “the 
gang of political freebooters” that 
seems to be a creation of the vivid 
imagination of the editor of the Paris 
Democrat. 

Machine methods in politics are as 
odious to me now as were the methods 
pursued in this State in 1866, when 
Federal troops, under command of 
Gen. John M. Palmer, guarded the 
polls and denied Democrats the right 
to vote. 

Mr. Thomson does not deny that in 
1896 he voted for the same Gen. John 
M. Parmer against William Jennings 
Bryan, the regular Democratic nom- 
inee for President of the United 
States.

Wheat— The extraordinary strength 
Which advanced July Wheat ovei 2 
cents a bushels Saturday was again in 
evidence this morning and although 
the opening bulge followed by liberal 
offerings which resulted in a cent de- 
cline from the extreme top point, still 
there was lots of buying and fear of a 
late harvest, and small deliverances 
of the July, with the crop disappear- 
ing rapidly, kept the market strong. 

The visible supply decreased over 2 
millions and cables were up a penny 
a bushel at the opening but closed at 
some concessions. 

We believe this sharp advance of 5 
cents a bushel in a week has reduced 
the large short interests and on any 
favorable weather we look for fresh 
lines to be put out and wheat a sale 
on bulges. 

Prefer selling September option. 

Corn — The continued wet weather 
was a bull feature in corn and to-day 
it resisted all selling efforts making a 
net gain of % cent on the day. 

Provisions — Provisions were strong 
considering the liberal receipts and
